2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/706,663 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
removable data storage device for use with a meter having a microprocessor and a meter memory 
containing machine language instructions therein, wherein the meter receives both the removable 
data storage device and test strips at different locations on the meter and wherein the removable 
data storage device comprises a carrier having a circuit board thereon, both a ground electrical 
contact and at least one voltage supply electrical contact on the circuit board, and a nonvolatile 
memory device storing data for use by the meter, whereby when the removable data storage 
device is connected to the meter at a location different from where test strips are connected, the 
ground contact becomes electrically connected to the meter before the at least one voltage supply 
contact so that the data from the storage device is uploaded from the nonvolatile memory into the 
meter memory for subsequent use by the machine language instructions.
